The fact is that the astute Chinese min-
ister at Washington was o cunning a
diplomatist for Seceretary Bayared, and
procured sueh n treaty as hie wantaed,
not such as the Pacitie const domandad,”
This same paper declares the treaty o
“transpavent fraud and a glaring hume
bug,” and us being “all for China and
all ngainst the United States,”

The Chinese question :an not be made
an issue in this presidential campaign,
but if it could be it is not easy to see in
what way the democrats could obiain
any advantage from it.

After having gained this
favor, instend of arvranging thieir loecal
tariflas they had promised the railronds
volked the aid of the eonrts to Kill the
mensure,  The point which the rail-
ronds have raised isnotlikely towin them
4 permanent victory over the people
even if the courts decide in theiv favor.
The railrond managers propose to test
the validity of the power conferred upon
the conumissioners by legislation to tix
votos,  They eclnim that the net of
mnking a schedule is o legislative
right—exclusively, and that this power
cannot he conferred upon the board of
cominissioners, Whether the courts
decide one way or the other, thao rail-
roads gain time, and  the new schedule
cannot be put in force until  the
injunctions nre dissolved. It is there-
fove plain that the policy of the rail-
roads is to harrvass the board and the
exeeutive ns long as they can. This is
but another instance where  those
monopolics are trying to put themselves
ahove the law and the expressed will of
the people.

THE stupid vivaley which is at every
turn manifesting  itself between South
Omaha and Omaha is damaging to both

localitics, When the Knights ol
Labor of Omaha deecided upon a
monster demonstration  on Inde-
pendonee Day, it would naturally
